THE LATEST DOMINION ENVOY. 


The first Minister Plenipotentiary 
from the Union of South Africa’ to 
the United States of America was 
formally ‘received on Tuesday by 
President Hoover, who expressed.the 
hope that inthe near future .the 
United States would..establish a 
legation in that Dominion. © In 
presenting his credentials Minister 
Louw ‘described himself as © beitig 
accredited by his Majesty King 
GrorGe V as “his Envoy Extraordi- 
“nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
“for the Union of.;South. Africa.” 
| Strictly speaking, therefore, he rep- 
resents .the Crown rather: than the 
Government. of South Africa, though 
he: is designated by it as its’ official 
representative in Washington. ° 

In'this way is the position of the 
Crown as the bond of union between 
the different parts of the British 
Empire still further. emphasized. 
When first the proposal: was made 
that. the, Dominions appoint ‘their 
own.°diplomatic representatives’ it 
was féared ‘that, aside from the com- 
plications which would thus be intro- 
duced in the conduct of imperial 
foreign policy, it would be a further 
severing of the ties between the 
Dominions, and, the Home Govern-
